No sooner had George Gscli­ 
ve unit made his appearance with 
those luscious golden tomatoes 
than along comes Jack Trent 
with a new varietv called the 
tree tomato and uiey 
surely 
u'ere the biggest whoppers we 
had ever seen. 
Jack lives out in the country 
on John W ert2 farm, and he set 
out some of those tree tomatoes 
and staked them up. They grew’ 
seven feet tall and bore a bum p­ 
er crop of big fine texture and 
almost seedless fru it 
The three 
that he brought in weighed a 
total of four pounds, five ounces 
with the largest of the trio tip­ 
ping the scale at tw'o pounds, 
one ounce. 
The plants came from Knup- 
per’s Nursery, where Jack works, 
and their seedlessness is a n at­ 
ural feature of the variety as no 
seedless set w’as used on the 
blooms. 
R. C. Knupper also re­ 
ports good crops from some of 
those tree 
tomato plants that 
he set out and didn’t stake but 
just let run at large.

later snap back like an elastic 
band when the children grew 
up and left home to establish 
families of their own. Perhaps 
this is dem anding too much of 
our harassed architects but it is 
certainly true as much flexibil­ 
ity as possible should be de­ 
signed into our homes, poi Uvu­ 
larly into our small homes.' 
In the Nelson the architect has 
achieved the utm ost in flexibil­ 
ity. The plan will adapt 
itself 
naturally to fit the various needs 
of 
families 
of 
different sizes, 
needs, budgets and tastes. 
To begin with, it is a small, 
compact house. It looks much 
larger than it is because the gar­ 
age is attached sideways and a 
delightful porch, twenty 
feet 
long, runs its entire length. The 
house may have two, three or 
four bedrooms. It may start off 
modestly 
as a 
two-bedroom 
house and thi n later two more 
rooms and a second bath may 
be added upstairs, 
The Nelson may be built with 
the conventionally sized living 
room shown here. O r if a truly 
luxurious living room is desired 
the partition betwen the living

nity sales operator to inspect the 
premises and all livestock offer­ 
ed dor sale.

“The only sure precaution 
I is to cut out all the trees be­ 
fore the stock get a chance at 
them, hut every bit must be re­ 
moved.

“Sudan gl ass can be dangerous 
! in certain soil and w eather con 
jditions. If we should get early 
hard frosts there will be danger 
af poisoning from corn, sorghum, 
acorns and thornapples. Most of 
such poisoning is from Prussic 
acid, which works so fast that 
the only way to check it is to 
inject a counteracting substance 
directly into the anim al’s blood­ 
stream . 
“Prevention* and treatm ent of 
plant poisoning call for constant 
\ igilance and correct care, es­ 
pecially during the coming sea­ 
son of drying pastures.”

storage. 
In this way, Larke states, it 
may be possible to begin stock­ 
piling in early fall warm wea­ 
ther, and hold the beets for la­ 
ter processing. 
Storage periods 
of up to six weeks are envision 
cd. 
The test program if successful, 
also could eliminate bottlenecks 
and shutdowns in beet receipts 
in mid-harvest due to unreason- j 
ably warm weather.

Choring Jobs On Automatic Basis

On today*s modern, electrified farms, 
automatic controls perfbrm a multi­ 
tude of chores, and they never lose 
the;:* tempers They are the "mechan­ 
ical watch dogs" which operate day 
and night to hold temperatures—hot 
or cold—at desired levels, protect 
motors, keel) water flowing, turn 
poultry lights on and off at stated 
intervals, guard against frozen stock 
tanks and water pipes, and perform 
many ott er amazing jobs automati­ 
cally. 
Automatic controls are used In con­ 
junction with such electrically oper­ 
ated farm equipment as ensilage cut­ 
ters, com shellers, elevators, feed 
grinders, milk coolers, grain driers, 
hay hoist!, mow hay curing equip­ 


ment, milking machines, ventilation 
equipment, refrigeration units, water 
systems and irrigation pumps. 
They act in several ways to save 
the farmer time and money. Proper 
controls will increase the efficient 
operation of his equipment and en­ 
able him to put many of his choring 
jobs on an automatic basis. Motors 
can be started by remote control 
switches located at some distance 
from the equipment, as well as by 
switches mounted adjacent to the 
machine Concern over the continu­ 
ous operation of such equipment as 
hay curing fans, pressure and time 
switches* 
pumps, thermostats and 
compressors is considerably lessened 
when a magnetic “line starter’* is 
standing by to re-start all necessary 
motors immediately after the cause 
of tem po rf ry interruptions has been 
corrected. 
In cases where automatic re-starting 
of motors is hazardous, controls which 
provide for under-voltage protection, 
see that this does not happen. This 
feature prevents possible injury to 
workmen if a saw, for example, starts 
up without warning after it has been 
stopped for some reason. Controls, 
with 
built-in overload protection, 
guard motors against damage caused 
by handling loads larger than those 
for which they are designed. 
In the home, controls lend equally 
valuable assistance to the farm wile. 
They 
eliminate 
the 
drudgery 
of 
pumping water by hand and bring to 
the entire family the comfort of auto­ 
matic heating. Thermostatic devices 
control the electricity so that she can 
operate ber range, roaster and water 
heater efficiently and economically. 
They 
keep 
her 
refrigerator and 
tree jet functioning at the proper 
temperature. 
It would be practically Impossible 
on electrified farms to enjoy many 
of the advantages which electrical 
equipment can provide without the 
tireless* service rendered by auto­ 
matic controls.

Dairyman lists merits 
of spring pasture 


Rye seeded in early fall 
for 
spring dairy pastures has several 
advantages 
for the 
dairymen^

Early spring pastures frequent­ 
ly increase milk yields from IO 
to 15 per cent; the cost of grain 
is cut in half; no hay or silage is 
needed; less time is required for 
feeding and care of the stock, anti 
the herd is kept in better health.

Like the tail that wag* the 
dog. John Nash Ott, Jr., Chicago 
banker, is learning that a hobby 
1 can be followed too successfully, 
as his film on “Time Lapse Pho­ 
tography” which he will present 
under the sponsorship ox Elm­ 
hurst Garden club next October 
6. at 8:00 o’clock, in the Haw- 
thorne school, 145 Arthur st. 
Elmhurst, clearly shows. 
After 20 years of painstaking 
effort, Mr. Ott has completed an 
hour and a half of color films, 
that are so startling in their 
beauty and charm that audiences 
sometimes forget they are see­ 
ing the life history of a plant 
that cuts many' months into a 
few minutes, that in one case, 
reduces five years into a matter 
of a few minutes of actual film. 
Mr. Ott. third generation of a 
famous Chicago baking family, 
took up his hobby with the in­ 
troduction of home motion pic­ 
ture cameras just 20 years ago. 
When color films appeared in 
1920, his entire work had to be 
done over again, but by this 
ume much of his period of ex- 
, peruneaUUon 
and 
preparation 
was past 
HE HAD LEARNED that pic­ 
tures must be taken every five 
minutes, that he needl'd a shut­ 
ter arangement to admit sun­ 
light in order to give his plants 
their normal growth, but to close 
when the pictures were being 
taken so that the scenes would 
have a constant lighting effect: 
that it takes not one but several 
of his cameras to get the effects 
needed for his final film. 
He had by this time. too, cre­ 
ated the automatic timing de­ 
vices which made his pictures 
possible; the clock which op­ 
erated the shutters, turned on the 
flood lights, snapped the camera, 
watered the flowers, 
adjusted 
the heighth of the cameras 
as 
the plants grew, and a dozen 
other things. 
Mr. Ott, the banker and pho­ 
tographer, had to 
become 
not 
only a horticulturist, but a car­ 
penter, electrician, musical con­ 
ductor and inventor. 
He has 
built a studio in his basement 
with a setup that is not equalled 
in Hollywood or any scientific 
photgraphic laboratory. 
HIS FILM is in several sec­ 
tions, the first showing some of 
his apparatus and methods of 
taking pictures that speed ap ac­ 
tion I rom 10.000 to 50.000 times. 
The next phase is the “Flowers 
in Action” section which shows 
the thrust of the seedling from 
the ground and the growth until 
^hooting stars actually burst into 
bloom before your eyes in ex-
